Lu, like Peters, is additionally not 
directed to dispensing currency, especially in response to a cash withdrawal request.

The Office has not established a 
prima facie case of obviousness. Nor would it have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art to have combined the references as alleged to have produced the recited invention.
